reference to which diplomatic negotiations 
are now being carried on. 

The Dominion government has earnest- 
ly and repeatedly represented to the Brit- 
ish government the gravity of the wrong 
to which Canadian citizens had been sub- 
jected in the Behring's Sea, and has 
urgently pressed for the reparation of 
such wrong*. 

The authority of tho government of 
Canada is limited to the protection of itc 
territorial waters; it has no power to Bwnd 
alined vessels Oil the high sens to defontl 
its subjects or their property.

Minutes of tho previous meeting wers 
read by the secretary and confirmod. 

A communication was read from E. J. 
Howell, of London, England, with refer- 
ence to extensively advertising the prov- 
ince in tho United Kingdom, and offering 
to place his services at the disposal of tho 
board provided he was furnished with the 
requisite funds. 

Referred to the council of tho boa,rd 
fur action, with the suggestion that 
the letter be handed to tho provincial 
government as being the proper body to 
deal with it. 

A similar communication was read from 
a Toronto firm, and was also referrod to 
the council. 

A letter was received from E C. Baker, 
M. 1'., enclosing copy of petition from 
the Toronto board of trade to the Domin- 
ion parliament in regard to the passing of 
a bankruptcy law. 

President Ward explained that the 
Acting Attorney-General, Hon. Mr. 
Davie, had drawn up a bill which was 
new before the house, having for its ob- 
ject the amendment of the bankruptcy 
law relating to preferred creditors, and 
was a copy of the Quebec act. 

A lengthy discussion ensued as to the 
merits of this bill, the general opinion be- 
ing that the act in question placed too 
much power in the hands of the sberilF, 
to the ultimate loss of the creditors. 

Mr. Drake said tho English bankruptcy 
law when in force here was found to an- 
swer all purposes, and seemed to Buit 
e\ eryone. 

Mr. Fell would like to see nil laws re- 
lating to the recovery of debts abolished. 
If debts were made a question of honor, 
his opinion was that there would not bo 
near so much money lost by tho business 
men of the city. (Laughter.) 

President Ward further stated that 
lion. Mr. Davie bad introduced tho bill 
.solely at. lite instance of some members of 
the board, and he bud expressed his wil- 
lingness to withdraw it if it did not meet 
the views of the meeting. 

The meeting finally came to tho con- 
clusion that what was required was a law 
which would bind all creditors alike, do 
away with an oflieial assigneo, making one 
of the creditors act in this capacity fortha 
equal benefit of all, so that the estates of 
bankrupts would bo equitably divided, 
and preferred creditors would be abolished. 

A motion to this etl'oet was carried, 
Hon. Mr. Davie to bo requested to with- 
draw tho proposed bill. 

Mr. Baker's letter was roforred to the 
council. 

A communication from Mr. E. C. Ba- 
ker in reference to mail mattors and tho 
subsidy of the San Francisco ateaniors trm 
read, received ami filed. . . 

President Ward announced thatMosirH. 
Ueisterm'au, Neufeldor and McQundo 
had been appointed to audit tho boolis 
previous to tho annual meeting. 

The mooting then adjourned.

Ottawa., April ti. — The seventh annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway will bo held on the 
Uth of May at the office of tho company 
in Montreal for the election of directors 
and transacting of business generally. 
Tho meeting will be made a special one 
for authorizing the issue of bonds secured 
by mortgage on the company 'a subsidy of 
land, and determining under authority of 
tho charter all matters relating to such 
bonds and mortgages. 

Tho next matter which will come up is 
continuing any agreement that may ho 
made with the Canadian government con- 
cerning the said bonds and mortgages, 
and authorizing the removal of certain re- 
strictions imposed by the original 
contract as set out in the schedule to Act, 
44 Vic, chap. I, and also considering 
the accepting and taking of such steps as 
will mako available any legislation during 
the present session of the Canadian par- 
liament respecting tho foregoing matters. 
A notice to the foregoing ellcct will ap- 
pear in to-morrow's Canada Gazette. 

Tho foregoing is a fair criterion of the 
basis upon which the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company is prepared to forego 
its monopoly privileges. The negotiations 
which have been in progress during the 
past two weeks are not fully consum- 
mated, but a few days more will see a set- 
tlement definitely arrived at. The basis of 
settlement is a government guarantee of 
laud grant bonds bearing intorest at 3 or 
IH per cent, und involving an annual 
charge of about half a million dollars. As 
a protection for giving this guarantee the 
government is to have the whole of the 
unsold portion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company's land, which, writing 
from memory, amounts to about thirteen 
million acres. The original land grant, it 
will be remembered, was twenty-live mil- 
lion acres, but this quantity lias boon re- 
ducod by sides to settlers and land com- 
panies, and the return of more than six 
million acres at a valuation of 
a dollar and a half an acre towards 
the extinguishment of the loan of 1884. 
Four years ago Blake valuod the lands 
granted the company at two dollars and a 
half 1111 acre, but when it is pointud out 
that the C. P. R. is preparing to place its 
remaining lands in the hands of the gov- 
ernment at a valuation of a dollar and 
eight cents an acre, reformers surely 
cannot grumble at the price now put upon 
tho lands. As a basis of security to tho 
government there will bo theso thirteen 
million acres. The lands are to be ad- 
ministered by a trust and the proceeds of 
the sales will go toward the liquidation of 
the bond issue. It is stated also that the 
sompany will be responsible for the inter- 
est on the bonds which will become a 
charge on its surplus earnings in tho event 
of the receipts from the liinsjaales proving 
inadequate; but there will VPlfeuinrtgugo 
on tho railway proper It lSI^«lior stat- 
ed that the postal receipts of the company 
and tho receipts for the transport of mil- 
itia, public officials and stores for tlio In- 
dian and militia departments will also be 
pledged to the government as security for 
the interest on the bond issue and pro- 
tection of the guarantee. Tho surrender 
by the Canadian Pacific railway of its 
monopoly privileges, conditional upon 
Canada loaning the credit of 
the country to the company, 
for a term of years, cannot but bo accept- 
able to all classos of our people, sinco 110 
risks are involved and no money payment 
or bonus is required, In fact when the 
scheme as outlined above is generallj' 
known throughout the county the people 
will be astounded at the splendid bargain 
the government is making, 

The London Financial News the other 
day insiuated that the monopoly clause 
would bo brought out on the lines men- 
tioned above. 

Tho Toronto Globe, commenting upon 
the statement, said it was a significant ad- 
mission that such an arrangement would 
cost tho country nothing if ample Beourily 
were taken. Security has been obtained 
and it is therefore to bo expected that tile 
Globe will be the first paper to applaud t he 
the government on the success of its ne- 
gotiations. 

As fur tho Victoria Times' screed about 
the country being ruined, and praying 
'God to save poor Canada," that is nr. ant, 
ubbiah. The gain to the company.! ,1 
government guarantoo of a now bond 
issuo is obvious. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway under it will be enabled to bor- 
row money at a low rate of interest, tho 
ust of the loan being thereby reduced tu 
a minimum. If the company to-d .y at- 
tempted to raise additional capital by a 
now bond issuo without government 
bucking, the probabilities arc tlmt 
such bonds would require to carry 
interest at a rate of live per cent, 
whilo bonds backed by Canada nnd 
bearing 3 or 3£ per cent, interest, 
could bo placed on tho London market at 
pur. The advantage of this low rale uf 
interest tu the company, assuming the 
new issuo to be at 3^ per cent., would ho 
a saving, as compared with interest on the 
loan at 5 per cent,, of an annual charge of 
$225,000, which compounded for a period 
of forty yeirs, the probable duration ..f 
tho loan, would amount to more than the 
whole of the principal, There is reason 
for boHoving that the Canadian J'aeilic 
Railway company, with its largely aug- 
I mented capital, will set about improving 
its property mid increasing its eainii g 
powers; tho lino north of Lake Superior 
and on to the Rockies will be placed in 
the very best possible position to carry 
the heavy traffic which, judging from the 
exporionce of tho past few mouths, and 
as our northwest country dovul6pcs, i.-, it. 
store for tho country. In addition to th's 
tho rolling stock and general equipment 
of the lino is to be largely augmented 
under tho new order of things, and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will bo more 
than able to compete with any American 
rival.

THE GREAT NORTHWEST. 

During the three or four years that 
Hon. Dr. Schultz has been a member of 
the Senate he has done excellent service 
in calling the attention of the country to 
the resources of the great Northwest 
land. Last year through bis instrumental- 
ity a Senate committee was appointed to 
enquire into the Northwest food supply 
as dependent on natural products and 
some valuable evidence was adduced. 
This session Senator Sohultz is turning his 
attention to another section of the North- 
west. A few days sineo ho pointed out tho 
value of that part of tho Dominion lying 
north of the Saskatchewan waters, east of 
the Rocky mountains and west of Hudson 
Bay, comprising the great Mackenzie 
basin, its extent of navigable rivers, lakes 
and sea coast, of agricultural and pastur.il 
land, its fisheries, forests and mines. 
After a discussion of these objects, which 
brought out many facts bearing on tho 
great resources of this region, a special 
committee was appointed to enquire into 
its possible commercial and agricultural 
value. Senator Plardisty, inspecting 
factor of the Hudson Bay Co., will pro- 
bably be the most important witness, he 
having travelled all through tho ''ection 
of country referred to. 



Wbilu wo have frequently had occasion 
to differ with Capt. Webber as to his con- 
duct in managing the Chinese steamers, 
we hare always frit, that ho only per- 
formed what lie believed to lie hi* duty.

BRITISH COLUMBIA LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Baker's three measures have been 
printed and stand for their second read- 
ings in tho Commons. The Bill to amend 
"i'ho Representation Act," as respects 
certain constituencies in British Columbia, 
is as follows: 

Whereas, it appears that under "The 
Representation Act," all the islands ad- 



of the electoral districts hereinbefore 
mentioned should bo readjusted: There- 
fore Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 

1. Paragraphs (1/) and (e) of that part 
of section three Of the act cited in the 
preamble which relates to tho province of 
British Columbia, are hereby repealed and 
the following substituted therefor: — 

l, (d.) The electoral district of Victor- 
ia which shall consist of those portions of 
Vancouver Island known as Victoria dis- 
trict, Esquimalt district and Metchosin 
district, as defined in the official maps of 
those districts which are deposited in tho 
land office, Victoria, and are designated 
respectively, ' Victoria district official 
map, 1858,' 'Esquimalt district official 
map, 1858,' and 'Metchosin district official 
map, 1858,' together with such islands ad- 
jacent to tho said portions of Vancouver 
Island as wore formerly dependencies of 
the colony of Vancouver Island." 

l '(c.) 'I'ho eloctorial district of Van- 
couver, which shall consist of all thu re- 
mainder of Vancouver Island, and all such 
islands adjacent to sucli remainder OS were 
formerly dependencies of the late colony 
of Vancouver Island." 

This is Ihe third session tho bill has been 
before thu house. In the lust two ses- 
sions it reached a certain stage and there 
stuck. Mr. Baker, however, evidently 
believes there is luck in odd numbers and 
consequently Introduces tho bill a third 
time. The object of the measure as most 
of our people know is to place certain 
islands adjacent to this city within tho 
constituency of Victoria. A doubt exists 
as to which constituency thu islands are 
really in although the Minister of .Justice 
has given a decision that the islands bo- 
long to tho district of Vancouver, and the 
object of tho bill is to remove any doubt 
upon tho point. The second measure 
affirms that the necessity no longer existB 
for special exemptions as to tho Province 
of Britisli Columbia in respect of election 
of members of tho (louse of Commons, 
and it is expedient us far 
as consistently -and practically pos- 
sible to assimilate tho times and man- 
ner of holding elections throughout Can- 
ada. Tho Bill, therefore, provides 
three oliniHes to expunge anything from 
tho Dominion elections act making an ox 
ception in favor of British Columbia in 
respect of any extended puriod of timo 
between tho date of issuing tho proclama- 
tion and tho date of nomination, or be- 
tween the date of nomination and the 
dato of election. Guspo, Chicoutimi and 
Sagiienay are, however; not nllected by 
tho proposed change 

His third bill oxtonds to the Province 
of Britisli Columbia the same right or 
privilege which has been extended to tho 
Maritime Provinces, so that, iu cases

A Forty-Niuer's Kmnlnlsoenoo* or Karlr

Those wer.- 
good old days, and I. as well, f sup- ' 
poso, as very many others, would wish i 
to see them back again. I saw $l,20O j 
paid for a box in Maguire's Theater on. 
the opening night of Catherine Haves' 
season. A Limerick butcher at Sacra- ' 
incnto paid 81.800 for a box when she : 
went to the capital city to sing. Dol- ' 
lars in those days were more plentiful; 
than nickels are now. When the mail : 
steamers would arrive I have seen n. , 
gambler give a man an ounce of dust. — ; 
that is, if Hi — for his place in the long 
line of anxious people waiting their 
turn outside tho old post-office, which 
was then at. the corner of Bronham 
place and Clay street. Then you would 
have to pay $12 a do/.eii for articles to 
be lunndried, and men used to throw 
soiled underclothing away and buy now 
articles rather than pay for washing. 
1 remember when Lotta Crabtree first 
appeared in this city. She used to play 
a banjo and dance jigs at Gilbert's AEe- 
lodeon, at the corner of Konrny and 
Clay streets, and got :J6 a week. .1 
think that was in 18.H or 1855. !S1ih 
went to Virginia City in ISLi'J and made 
a hit. Twenty-dollar gold pieces were 
showered on the stage for her benefit 
My charges then us a hack-driver were 
$50 u day and all expenses paid. 1 
would like to sot; that state of thing-, 
again, and we would have less com- 
plaints about capitalists and the like. 
Every body was -a capitalist in tho old. 
days, and if only a few of the wealth- 
iest exist now I don't know why they 
ought to be blamed. We all had a. 
chance to become millionaires, and if 
we did not why it can't be helped, and! 
there is no use in repining."— Sew

It is stated that as soon as the West 
Coast branch of the Seattle, Lake Shore 
it Eastern railway is completed' from 
Seattle to a connection wit h the Canadian 
Pacific railwiiy, all the freight from Cali- 
fornia for the east, will be brought to 
Seattle by tho Pacific Coast steamship 
company, and from there shipped over the 
West Coast and the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, and all the California freight coming 
west via the Canadian Pacific will be sent, 
south by the same route. As matters 
stand at present, the California freight 
comes to Vancouver in bonded and sealed 
cars, and those cars must remain out of 
use and untouched until tho steamer ar- 
rives to take the freight away.

tickets and seven half tickets entitling 
passengers to go from Victoria to Seattle; 
also 827 for 18 second-class tickets from 
Victoria to Seattle; also $18 for nine first- 
class tickets between Yii toria and Port 
Townsond; also $3 for three second-class 
tickets between Victoria and Port Town- 
send, all of which tickets were sold by 
the said C.P.N. Company through their 
said clerk, Daniel R. Munro, as agents 
for the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company, during the month of October, 
18H7; and the said D. R, Munro did 
fradulontly and feloniously embesude the 
said several sums of money." 

Mr. Gannaway appeared for the prose- 
cution and Mr. Chas. W ilson for the 
defence. 

Mr. Gannaway asked to have the case 
remanded for one day. 

Mr. Wilson said he would not object to 
a remand if his client was admitted to 
bail. 

Mr. Gannaway said although the charge 
was laid for embezzling only during one 
month, the total sum alleged to have been 
stolen amounts to §2,200; 

Mr. Wilson claimed the case was ono in 
which reasonable bail should be accepted. 
The accused had remained in the city 
since October, and if he was guilty he 
could easily have left since that period.
